‘A Missionary View. 


A Missionary writer in the ‘ Morning}. 


Calm" saya the condition of Korea, in 
many. ways, may be said to ba unchanged, 
and yet every day thero ismade somo small 
change, at any rate in Sooul, and there the 


- | tendency becomes moro nnd more towards 


accepting the Japanese control of affairs as 
8 fact againsé which it is no guod to 
strigglo any longa, But in tho country 
districts the struggle gock on unabated, in 
spite of tho fact that the Koreans havo 
no ohance at all when they cone into 
actusl contact with the Japanyse troops, 
and hundreds of thom have been killed 
and hundreds of houses have been burnt 
s % punishment for their owners having 
joined or harboured tho insurgents. Tho 
result is that many mon have joined 
thom who’ would not otherwise have 
thought of doing so, and itis feared that 
there will be terriblo ‘suffering during the 
wintor for the women and’ children, who, 
having no houses to go to, aro scuttered 
among the hills with which that part of the 
country is covered, and arg-living in caves 
ant holes dug out of the hillsides... No 
Jack of arms or training and no fear of 
death deter the fighters, and the country 
is an idval one for the sort of guerilla war- 
fare that goes on. Many bands of robbers 
seem to be springing up, who’ respect 
noither friend or foe. 

Tho insurgents srv generally favourable 
to the Christians, and xome amusing stories 
come to’ band. A Cliristinn teacher was 
coming upto Sevul, nnd on his way fell 
intS the hands of ono of the wandering 
hands, and was hailed before the 
lender. Ho said: “You claim to be 
n Christian; if you aro, recite tho 11th 
chaptor of the. First Epistle to the 
Hu could -not do it, and 
Vhen the leader said: ** Well, 
fit any rate, you caf recite tho Ten 
Commandments.” The man could not, and 
Legan to tremble for his tife. Again the 
leader said: ** Well, anyhow, you know tho 
Creod?” 
and he only vot off by stumbling through 
the Lord's Prayer, which he mannged to 
do in, spite of his fright. The Japanese, 
rou the othor hand, suspoct Ch ins of 


being antagonistic ta them, an somo 
enses, which seem to ho well authenticated, 
they have suffered considerably at their 
hands.
